Before Mounting tlie Witness Stand, Will Frince Encourages the Prisoner by Patting Her on the Shoul-

der Accused Woman Follows His Evidence Very Closely, Frequently Prompting Her Attor-
neys The Witness's Appearance as lie Is Brought In From His Cell Creates Great

Interest Among the Large Crowd of Spectators First Day for the Defense.

The State's witnesses testified that the
prisoner acted perfectly cool when arrested,
and when led away remarked that the
murder bad not caused much excitement.

During the the prisoner
kept patting the floor with her foot con-

stantly and was nervous.
Then Will Prince took the stand. He is a

prepossessing man of 30. He resembles bis
Elster In features and looked at her con-

stantly while giving his evidence. He kissed
his mother and married sister, Mrs. Leon,
as he passed them and patted the prisoner
on the shoulder.

Will Prince, according to a theory of the
prosecution, was a professional mesmerist,
and. in nerving her up to the killing of
Kennedy, exercised his hypnotic power over
Mrs. Kennedy.

Dented That He Was a Mesmerist.
Frince denied that he was a mesmerist,

or that he ever mesmerized a person, and
said be had never been a prize-lighte- r, as
had been alleged. Prince detailed his where-
abouts on the day of the tragedy. He had
been with his patent attorneys during the
morning, he Bald, talking over a patent
that he intended placing on the market, and
went home about noon, remaining there
until 3:K), when be returned to town alone.
He went to bis father's place of business.
and at 4 o'clock Mrs. Kennedy followed.

He denied having accompanied Mrs. Ken-

nedy to town a few hours before the mur-
der, when she was supposed to have been
en route to Kennedy's office.

The State tried to show that Prince left
home with bis sister on the afternoon of
the murder, furnishing her with a revolver
en route, and Instructing ber In what she
should do when she went to her husband's
office.

Prince testified to leaving bis father's
place of business at 6:20 and going to the
Ridge building, where, attracted by a wom-

an's screams, he went to the second floor
and saw a man choking his sister.

He bad thought the man was Philip Ken-
nedy, but found It was the tatter's brother,
and left the scene. Prince, continuing, told
of his sister's condition after the forced
marriage to Kennedy, when he had refused
to live with her. She was despondent, he
said, and confined herself to her room, re-
fusing to eat or talk with any one.

the witness to the defendant In June, 1900,

Tbe State rndeavored to prove that the
Princes watched the entrances of tbe Ridge
building at the time of the murder. Brock,
in n, became mixed as to
the time of the shooting, and admitted the
time as set by the prosecution was cor-tec- L

Prosecutor Hadley introduced testi-
mony given by Brock at the preliminary
bearing to disprove bis statements.

Mrs. Keaaedy Hack Iaterested.
At the afternoon session Mrs. Kennedy

contlnueud to prompt her attorneys, taking
a lively Interest in every joint brought
cut. Her condition has Improved even since
xrornlng, and when court adjourned for the
day she waa able to walk from the room
without aid.

Most of the witnesses examined In the
afternoon were questioned with a view to
showing the exact time that Bert Prince
and bis father left tbe tatter's poolroom for
the scene of the killing on January 10.

The shooting took place at 5:40 In the even-

ing In tbe Ridge building, five blocks
distant from Prince's place. Of tbe half
dozen witnesses who testified on this point
no two agreed, the time given varying from
60S to 8:45.

The State endeavored to prove that all
tbe Princes were In tbe Ridge building be-
fore tbe shooting began, and the defense's
effort to show that they were at the elder
Princes place until after tbe shooting
was not clearly proven.

Two witnesses testified to Prince leaving
bis place alone, and one said that the
father and son bad departed together. One
witness stated that Bert Prince bad called
his father from the poolroom at about 6:30,
or ten minutes before the shooting.

A hairdresser who bad a room In the
Ridge building two stories above Kennedy's
office told of Bert Prince running up to Her
place Immediately after the shooting, say-
ing "Lulu baa shot Kennedy," and urging
ber to keep bis mandolin. She had refused,
fearinr. she said, that she would become
Implicated la the case.

FOB PORE WATER.

Authorizes Mayor to Employ
Three Hydraulic Engineers to

Inspect Waterworks.

The City Council yesterday passed the bill
to authorize Mayor Wells to employ three
expert hydraulic engineers to Inspect the
Waterworks and to Investigate propositions
to supply the city with pure water. The
bill was read in the House of Delegates
last night for the first time.

Tbe object of this bill U to obtain the
opinions of unbiased experts as) to the prob-
able cost of procuring clear, pure water for
St. Louisans, as well as their advice as to
the best system for clarifying and purify-
ing the water. The investigation is to em-
body the present and prospective needs of
the city. Not more than $S,O0O shall be ex-
pended In the work.

Chairman Markham of the Committee on
Legislation reported favorably tbe bill in-
creasing the force of Janitors for the City
Hall from nine to twelve. The bill was
passed. The bill authorizing the Arthur J.
ft B. Donnelly Livery Company to build
a brick addition to Its stable at No. 3K9
Wash street was passed. Chairman Horton
of the Committee on Public Improvements
reported favorably the bill for purchasing
as a home for Engine Company No. the
Horatio N. Wood property on Ninth street
between Chestnut and Market streets.

On motion of Captain Hodges the Counciladopted tbe report of the Ways and Means
Committee rejecting the bid of the German--

American Printing Company for city
printing. The committee declared the bidto be exorbitant. Captain Hodges offereda resolution that the general appropriation
Mil be printed in blU form for use by theMunicipal Assembly, and that all but thetitle of the bill be omitted from the pro-
ceedings. The resolution was adopted unan-imously.
